
Sustainability plan gets new lease on life

Work is once again resuming on a sus¬ 
tainability plan for Didsbury with hopes 
it can be completed by the end of the 
year. 

Sidelined by the 2007 municipal elec¬ 
tions, consultation is expected to begin 
once again to develop a long-term plan to 
guide such possible issues as affordable 
housing, arts and heritage, economic 
development, energy, and solid waste in 
the growing town. 

Municipal project specialist Brittany 
Hutton is currently compiling previously 
obtained comments and information 
gathered over the years to help develop 
an all-encompassing plan. 

“People are starting to wrap their 
heads around it a little more. 


Sustainability means a lot of different 
things to a lot of different people,” she 
said. 

Based on the Alberta Urban 
Municipalities Association’s template for 
sustainability planning, town council will 
eventually be making decisions on just 
what to include in five diverse areas of 
planning. 

Termed the five pillars of sustainability, 
planning categories include economy, 
society, culture, environment and gover¬ 
nance. 

“It’s up to us to council to decide what 
initiatives or actions an 1 included under 
the five pillars. We’ve already got a good 
start with what’s been collected so far," 
said Hutton. 

Based on prior consultations, council 
has enacted environmental policies deal¬ 
ing with water usage. 


To assist Didsbury residents, who have 
metered water in reducing the amount of 
water they consume the Town of 
Didsbury introduced a rebate program in 
June. 

For each new low flush or dual flush 
toilet installed, the town will issue a $50 
rebate. 

Further discussion has recently 
occurred in regards to new alternative 
water conservation methods that town 
departments can incorporate. 

Hutton provided information to council 
recently on numerous opportunities to 
reclaim and reuse water by town employ¬ 
ees in Town off Didsbury buildings. 

They included installing lever or mixer 
taps in town facilities that would let the 
user find the right water temperature 
quickly. This means staff won't waste 
water trying to get the balance right. 


When cleaning, Hutton said staff could 
use a bucket to wash and rinse where 
possible, instead of running taps or 
hoses. 

Because leaking taps can waste up to 
200 litres of water each day, it’s possible 
to reduce leaks by turning taps off lightly 
and replace washers as soon as they 
begin to leak. 

In Hutton’s research, she also found 
that incentives could be provided for 
staff to save water by linking water con¬ 
servation to staff performance reviews. 

Initiating Xeriscaping in town land¬ 
scaping could also be productive, her 
report to council stated. 

Council has asked for the report and 
further follow up investigation on alter¬ 
native water conservation methods be 
brought to an upcoming committee of 
the whole for further discussion.

AUPE’s three health care General Support 
Service bargaining committee recommended 
that members ratify new collective agree¬ 
ments recommended last week by a media¬ 
tor. 

The union biugaining teams went through 
the mediator’s recommended terms of settle¬ 
ment in detail over the weekend and con- 
cludedthat the 18,000 GSS members covered 
by the three agreements should support the 
proposals. 

“The recommendations by the mediator 
address most of our members’ concerns that 
were raised at all three tables,” said AUPE 
President Doug Knight. 

Didshury hospital staff held an information 
rally outside the facility in recent weeks to 
generate support for contract negotiations. 

“In addition to significant pay increases 
that reflect the economic factors impacting 
all our (JSS memlx-rs, the mediator’s report 
includes significant market adjustments for 
many classes of workers whose pay and !>en- 
efits have fallen behind counterparts in the 
private sen ior,” said staff negotiator Malcolm 
McNaughton. 

The contract is for a three-year term with 
pay increases of five per cent in each year of 
the agreement. Increase's in on-call duty pay 
premiums would lx* bumped to $3 per hour 
on re'gular workdays and $4.25 per hour on 
Maim'd holidays Improvements in evening, 
night and wen-kernel shift differential pay to 
$2.25, $3 and $2.25 per hour resjxx'tively are* 
alse> part erf the proposenl contrac-t.

What Alberta livestock producers need to know about... 


Alberta Farm Recovery Plan 
(AFRP) II Cheque Requirements 

As part of the Alberta government's plan to assist the livestock industry, 
a second payment to producers will be available in early 2009. 

To receive the second payment, all livestock producers and feedlots 
should meet the following new requirements: 

Livestock producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• You will need to update your current Canadian Cattle Identification 
Agency (CCIA) premise identification information or apply for a new 
premise identification number if you don't have one. 

• A new application form will be mailed to you only if you received the 
first AFRP II payment 

• The application will include a declaration and authorization for 
Agricultural Financial Services Corporation (AFSC) and Alberta 
Agriculture and Rural Development (ARD) to verify your information. 
Your information will be kept private and protected. 

Cow-calf producers - By January 1, 2009: 

• Age verify your 2008 calf crop by entering birth dates for all calves 
born in 2008 in the CCIA database. Additional assistance will be 
available to help you enter birth dates in the system. 

Feedlot operators - Starting January 1, 2009: 

• Beginning January 1, 2009, all feedlots will be required to record 
animals as they arrive and report cattle move-in information to 
the CCIA within seven days. 

• The CCIA tag number for each animal arriving and leaving the 
feedlot (not going to slaughter) must be reported to the CCIA 
within seven days. 

Forms will be available at all AFSC and ARD offices throughout 
Alberta. If you have questions or need assistance, please contact the 
Ag-lnfo Centre at 310-FARM or on-line at www.agric.gov.ab.ca.

The 25-year-old forward 
recently signed a free

Libraries a must for health 
communities

The Stelmach government’s recent 
announcement that it plans to con¬ 
sult Albertans about the future of 
public libraries is welcome news for 
all communities, including Didsbury. 

The province has established a 
three-member MLA committee to 
work with library stakeholders to 
make sure libraries continue to play 
a vital and vibrant role in the com¬ 
munity-at-large, both over the short 
and long term. 

“Communities and library users 
have changed their expectations of 
what a public library service should 
provide,” said Ray Danyluk, Minister 
of Municipal Affairs. “As a govern¬ 
ment, we also want to keep pace 
with these expectations. We will use 
input from the consultations to 
ensure we can better support 
libraries in their efforts to support 
Albertans.’ 

The new committee will hold 
stakeholder consultation sessions in 
11 locations across the province. 

Stakeholder groups taking part 
will include library staff and volun¬ 
teers, library board trustees and 


regional library system board 
trustees, municipal councils, and 
library support organizations. 

During the sessions, discussions 
will focus on how the province can 
support a strong province-wide pub¬ 
lic library service, encourage collab¬ 
oration to achieve benefits not possi¬ 
ble from working independently, and 
maximize service delivery through 
the use of technology, says Danyluk. 

The government will use input 
from the consultations to determine 
how best to support Alberta’s 
libraries in meeting current and 
future needs, he said. 

Many, many residents, both from 
town and from the surrounding dis¬ 
trict, regularly use Sundre’s munici¬ 
pal library, recently relocated to a 
much larger and more modern facili¬ 
ty 

It is not only a place where people 
can access books and other printed 
material, but it has also become a 
place where people gather to discuss 
community issues, to conduct 
research, to seek out government 
program support, and to make use of 
modem computer technology. 

In a nutshell, the local library, like 


libraries in Olds, Carstairs and hun¬ 
dreds of other communities across 
rural Alberta, continues to be a vital 
part of the overall welfare of the 
community. 

As such, it is important for this 
new committee to be well aware that 
any changes it may recommend 
regarding rural libraries must be 
directed towards promoting strong 
and vibrant facilities. 

At the same time, any plans to tar¬ 
get libraries in cost-cutting schemes 
will be wholly unacceptable to resi¬ 
dents in this and other Alberta niral 
communities. 

Premier Ed Stelmach says the new 
library review process is part of his 
commitment to “developing and 
implementing strategies that pro¬ 
mote and enhance the vitality of our 
communities through culture and 
diversity." 

“The strategy that results from 
these consultations will help address 
challenges today and build for the 
future," he says. 

This consultation undertaking is a 
good idea and will hopefully lead to 
improvements in an already worth¬ 
while community institution.

Caentral Albertans are 
once again soon headed 
back to the polls, as Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
recently called a federal 
election for Oct 14. 

To vote in the election, 
you must be a Canadian 
citizen and at least 18 
years old as of election 
day. 

At the polling station, 
you must also be able to 
prove your identity and 
address by producing 
your driver’s licence or 
two other pieces of valid 
identification. 

In addition, voter infor¬ 
mation cards showing 
that you are on the voters 
list and detailing the loca¬ 
tion and hours of your 
local polling station will 
be mailed out beginning 


Sept. 17. Be sure to bring 
this card with you when 
you go to vote. 

If you don't receive a 
card, lose it or forget it, 
you can contact Elections 
Canada prior to the vote 
or register at the polling 
station. 

“I hope we have a good 
turnout," says Airdrie 
realtor Ed Eggerer who 
has acted as the returning 
officer for the Wild Rose 
district since 1979. His 
role is to organize the vot¬ 
ing and making sure it is 
done fairly. 

The large Wild Rose rid¬ 
ing, one of 808 such elec¬ 
toral districts throughout 
Canada, encompasses the 
entire area between the 
British Columbia border 
to the west, Calgary to the 
southeast and Red Deer to 
the northeast. 

Eggerer cites “the satis¬ 


faction and opportunity 
to contribute to your 
country” as the reason he 
has continued to hold his 
post through 12 federal 
elections and one referen¬ 
dum. 

Canada has been exper¬ 
imenting with electronic 
voting at various levels, 
but appears to be taking 
its cue from the 
Americans and other 
countries in continuing to 
use paper ballots in fed¬ 
eral elections, says 
Eggerer. 

This means some voters 
may be tempted to vent 
their frustration with the 
political system using a 
ballot. 

However, Elections 
Canada indicates that 
defacing a ballot by eating 
it, not returning it or oth¬ 
erwise destroying or 
scribbling on it consti¬

tutes a serious breach of 
the Canada Elections Act. 

Conviction of defacing a 
ballot could bring a $500 
fine or three months in 
jail, although the chance 
of being caught is low. 

“It can't be attributed to 
the individual because of 
the secrecy. It just goes 
unrecorded, unna- 

nounced, unknown. So 
you've wasted your time 
going to the poll in the 
first place,” an Elections 
Canada spokesman told 
the Canadian Press before 
the 2000 election. 

For this reason, defac¬ 
ing a ballot also fails as a 
protest tactic. 

"Nobody gets real satis¬ 
faction out of it because 
nobody knows about it," 
noted the spokesman. 

Eggerers is hoping for a 
stronger voter response 
than in the previous elec¬ 
tion. 

“Last time we were in 
the 60 per cent range; 
that’s not really accept¬ 
able... We certainly 

encourage all voters, 
especially young people 
(to participate)." 

Advance polling will 
begin on Oct. 3 and con¬ 
clude on Oct. 5. Mail-in 
ballots can also be sub¬ 
mitted.
